President's Proclamation. 


Whereas a joint resolution of Coii- 


xress. approved Nov. 4. 1921, "to de- 
clare Nov. n. 1921. a legal public hol- 
iday." provides as follows: 


Whereas. Armistice Day. Nov. u, 


1921, has been designated as the ap- 
propriate time for the ceremonies in- 
cident to the burial of the unknown 
and unidentified soldier in the Ar- 
lington National Cemetery, and. 


Whereas this unknown soldier rep- 


resent* the manhood of America who 
save their lives to defend its integ- 
rity, honor and tranquility against 
any enemy, and 


Whereas the nations of the earth 


tre on that date joining with the 
United States in paying respect and 
homage .to this 
unknown soldier 


therefore be it. 


Resolved, by the Senate and the 


House of 
Representatives of 
the 


United States of America in Con- 
gress assembled, that the President 
is hereby authorized to issue a proc- 
lamation declaring Nov. n. 1921. a 
holiday, as a mark of respect to the 
memory of those who gave their lives 
in the late World War. as typified 
by the

o'clock A. M. and 12 o'clock noon of 
the said day. and that from 12 o'clock 
noon to two minutes past that hour. 
Washington time, all devout and pa- 
triotic citizens of the United States 
indulge in a period of silent thanks 
to God for these valorous lives and 
of supplication for "His divine mercv 
and for His blessings upon our be- 
?ovcd country.

President's Appeal for Red Cross. 
"To the American people: As Presi- 


dent of the United States of America 
and as President of the American 
Red Cross, announce that the Red 
Cross annual roll call will begin on 
Armistice Day. Nov. n, and continue 
through Thanksgiving Day, Nov. 24, 
and I designate Nov. 13 as Red Cross 
Sunday. 


"I recommend ministers and priests 


of all congregations to stress the 
gospel of service on Nov. 13, and I 
invite and urge my fellow citizens to 
accept the entire period of the roll 
call as an occasion for rededication 
of themselves to the principles and 
practice of service. 


"The American Red Cross is both 


the volunteer and semi-official me- 
dium through which our people may 
appropriately express their patriotic 
and humane desires to render prac- 
tical assistance to their soldiers and 
sailors, to their fellow-citizens in ci- 
vilian life, and to those peoples of 
other lands who have a human claim 
on the sympathetic concern of our 
own people. 


"The American Red Cross has kept 


faith with the principles which gave 
it birth and with the obligations laid 
upon it by Congressional charter— 
'to act in matters of voluntary relief 
and in accord with the military and 
naval authorities as a medium of 
communication between the people 
of the United States and their army 
and navy. After a notable war ser- 
vice it, in conjunction with the Vet- 
erans' Bureau and other activities, 
stands by our veterans and their 
families in a period of painful recon- 
struction, in which, as too many of 
us have been prone to forget, thou- 
sands are in progressing need, not 
only of Governmental attention and 
assistance, but also of those supple- 
mentary acts of human kindness 
which only volunteer mercy can sup- 
ply. 


"By systematic and scientific plans 


and equipment for relief from disas- 
ter and by prompt response to many 
urgent calls throughout 
the past 


year, the American Red Cross has 
fulfilled another requirement of its 
Congressional charter, to 'continue 
and carry on a system of national 
and international relief in time of 
peace and to apply the same in miti- 
gating the sufferings cused by pesti- 
lence, fmiae, fire, floods and other 
great national calamities. 


"After liquidating its obligations of 


general relief to peoples of other 
lands who were associated with us in 
the great war. it has concentrated its 
foreign efforts on a program for the 
medical relief of children in Central 
Europe, and. from funds made avail- 
able last year, it continues this work 
of mercy and also contributes from 
its medical and hospital supplies for 
the work of relief in Russia which is 
operated under American direction. 


"As a result of vast and varied ex- 


perience during the World War, the 
American Red Cross has devised and 
put in operation an extensive do- 
mestic health and welfare program 
whereby our American communities 
are instructed and directed in the so- 
lution of those community oroblems 
upon which the public will ultimately 
rests. 


"It is a fundamental principle of 


the Red Cross not to duplicate but to 
supplement the efforts of govern- 
tal and other agencies in the mitiga- 
tion and alleviation of human suf- 
fering and to supply the means there- 
to where other agencies do not exist. 
The call of the American Red Cross 
is the call of country and humanity, 
and I earnestly urge my fellow-citi- 
zens to make that response which 
satisfies the promptings of a gener- 
ous people."
